PUBLIC  COMMENT: 

Mary  Rowlands,  East  Bay  Paratransit,  spoke  at  the  behest  of  BART  and  noted  that  two 
independent  consumer  surveys  had  been  very  complimentary  to  Intelitrans. 
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Hal  Newson,  BART,  said  that  the  service  that  Intelitrans  has  provided  to  BART  has  been 
excellent.  He  added  that  surveys  done  in  1997  and  in  1998  indicate  that  East  Bay  Paratransit 
customers  are  satisfied. 

David  Ishida,  Commission  on  Aging,  spoke  in  support  of  Cerenio.  He  emphasized  their  long- 
term  relationship  with  CMG. 

Bruce  Oka,  Chair,  PCC  stated  that  there  seems  to  be  some  urgency  on  part  of  Muni  management 
to  change  but  noted  that  Muni  is  the  best  in  the  nation  and  recommended  that  we  don't  change 
providers. 

Jewel  McGinnis  added  that  many  people  in  the  audience  supported  Cerenio.  She  also  read  a 
letter  by  Liz  Hijus  about  lack  of  on-time  service  by  Intelitrans. 

Daveed  Mandell,  California  Council  of  the  Blind,  is  alarmed  by  Muni's  selection  of  Intelitrans  as 
East  Bay  users  find  them  to  be  unreliable  and  inaccessible. 

George  Zeisz  commented  that  if  it  isn't  broke,  don't  fix  it.

He  is  concerned  that  Cerenio  was  the  top  scorer  and  didn't  know  what  the  process  was  that 
led  staff  to  choose  Intelitrans  over  the  top  scorer. 

Commissioner  Knox  asked  staff  for  clarification  about  the  kind  of  service  that  would  exist  in  San 
Francisco  whomever  the  broker  winds  up  being  and  asked  that  the  Paratransit  Coordinating 
Council  be  included. 

Commissioner  Starzel  stated  that  staff  has  kept  the  customer's  needs  at  heart  as  they  considered 
this  contract  but  he  hasn't  heard  any  statistics  on  performance  that  would  overturn  the  concerns 
he's  heard. 

Commissioner  Sandoval  asked  the  commission  to  consider  the  tremendous  support  for  the 
current  broker  and  added  that  they  are  a  local,  minority  owned  business.  He  stated  his  opposition 
to  awarding  the  contract  to  Intelitrans.

He  added  that  the  calendar  item  provides  a 
comprehensive  summary  of  the  two  selection  processes  and  of  the  findings  of  the  selection 
committees  which  resulted  in  the  staff  recommendation.  The  time  frame  coincides  with  the  prior 
CMG  contract  extension  to  ensure  a  smooth  transition  to  the  new  contractor.

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John  King,  John  King  Senior  Center,  has  worked  Cerenio  for  17  years  and  finds  them  to  be 
receptive  to  the  disabled  and  seniors.  He  asked  the  commission  to  study  this  deeply  as  CMG  has 
provided  good  service. 

Cheryl  Damico  questions  the  system  used  to  evaluate  the  companies.  She  urged  the  commission 
to  reconsider  the  decision  to  award  to  Intelitran. 

Erma  Brim  is  opposed  to  the  staff  recommendation  because  CMG  has  provided  the  best  service 
in  the  U.S. 

David  Ishida,  Executive  Director  for  the  Commission  on  Aging,  is  disappointed  to  hear  of  the 
recommendation  of  an  out  of  county  contractor.  He  asked  the  PTC  to  exercise  sound  judgement, 
and  not  to  ignore  local  values  He  is  also  upset  that  they  weren't  full  participants  in  the  process 
and  asked  the  PTC  to  reject  the  staff  decision. 

Steve  Nakajo,  Executive  Director  of  Kimochi,  said  it's  important  that  the  room  is  filled  with 
representation  of  SF  neighborhoods.  He  noted  that  CMG  is  cost-effective  and  asked  that  the 
PTC  not  ignore  agencies  and  individuals  who  helped  create  program.  He  urged  rejection. 

Douglas  Moran  knows  what  blind  residents  go  through  to  get  transportation  and  urged  rejection. 

Jim  O'Connor,  National  Cab  Co.,  said  that  Cerenio  pushes  them  in  right  direction  and  Ms. 
Cerenio  is  a  hard  worker. 

Ray  Dashay,  Delancey  St  Foundation,  has  been  associated  with  CMG  for  last  16  years.  Ms. 
Cerenio  insists  that  providers  have  sensitivity,  CPR,  and  first  aid  training  and  she  insists  on 
courtesy.  He'd  like  to  keep  CMG  as  the  broker. 

Michael  Kwok  asked  for  the  vote  today  and  added  that  the  commission's  job  is  to  decide  on  the 
process. 

Margaret  McCarol  thinks  it's  ridiculous  to  ignore  wishes  of  consumers  and  asked  that  the 
decision  be  reconsidered. 

Commission  Sun  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  public's  concern.  He  isn't  prepared  to 
support  the  staff  recommendation  because  there  was  no  convincing  evidence  there  should  be  a 
change  in  service.  He  referred  to  the  unique  circumstances  in  San  Francisco  and  added  that  the 
difference  in  scores  was  insignificant  as  were  CMG's  weaknesses  as  identified  in  the  staff  report. 

Sun  moved  that  the  recommendation  be  rejected  and  that  the  contract  award  to  CMG  be 
scheduled  for  a  subsequent  meeting.  Commissioner  Sandoval  seconded  the  motion. 

Commissioner  Knox  expressed  her  unwillingness  to  jeopardize  the  service  by  further  delays. 
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The  motion  was  defeated  with  Commissioners  Flynn,  Knox  and  Starzel  opposed  and  Sandoval 
and  Sun  in  support. 

Commissioner  Sandoval  joined  Commissioner  Sun  in  rejecting  the  staff  recommendation  not 
because  of  geographical  preference  but  because  CMG  is  the  best.  He  noted  that  they  have  done  a 
fine  job  and  no  issues  have  ever  been  brought  to  the  PTC. 

Commissioner  Starzel  expressed  appreciation  for  the  loyalty  of  the  people  who  spoke  about  this 
issue.  He  stated  that  the  commission's  job  is  not  to  serve  as  judges  but  to  ensure  that  the  process 
had  integrity.  He  added  that  staff  did  what  the  commission  asked  and  nobody  has  raised  any 
irregularities  or  improprieties  about  the  process.  There  has  been  no  concern  that  staff  had  acted 
improperly.
